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WHEN GUESTS “DROP IN.” 


Most housewives know those embarrassing 
moments when guests drop in ** just for a few 
seconds,’ but accept with aiacrity your 
rather half-hearted invitation to dinuer, You 


try feverishly in your mind to divide half-a- 


pound of steak into four, and rack your brains 
for ways of expanding the meal, 

Here are a few simple recipes for the house- 
They are easy to 
make and delicious to eat, while all the ingre- 
dients are stand-bys that one keeps in the 
store cupboard : 


Savoury Beans. 


Turn the contents of a tin of baked beans 
into a pie-dish which has been well greased 
with margarine, Add a little grated onion, a 
hard-boiled egg (cut into slices) and a little 
grated cheese. Pour over some melted mar- 
garine, sprinkle with breaderumbs, and bake 
in a moderate oven for a few minutes, with 
some lumps of margarine on top. Serve with 
tomato sauce. 


Tinned Salmon Savouries. 


Remove the skin from a small tin of salmon 
and mash the fish. Cook a cupful of rice in 
boiling salted water until tender, strain and 
add to the fish with a little chopped parsley, 
pepper and a few drops of anchovy essence, 
Mix to.a paste. Form into cakes, brush over 
with beaten egg, sprinkle with breadcrumbs, 
and fry until brown in hot fat. Serve on 
fried bread.
